In its constant effort to give its 
patrons the very best of transporta- 
tion facilities, the Canadian Patific 
Railway is,making a special effort to 
complete the laymg of its double 
track between Winnipeg and Brandon 
by the end of the year. .

P. R. officials stated reeently there 
was no doubt but: that thé, new tracks | 
would be completed and in operation | 
by the end of December. Tt is 136} 
miles from Winnipeg to Brandon, but | 
the contractors on the job are push-| 
ing forward the work and are making | 
good progress.

Prairie and Brandon, which is 77}, | 
miles, all the grading is completed, | 
end up to date seventy-five per cent. 
of the track has been laid.

Forestry in Saxony i 


The aggregate area of the atate 
forest of Saxony is less than 450,- 
The yield ofthe state 
forests in the year 1908. was 226! 
million feet board measure, Tn, 
this totul are compressed eighty- 
three per cent of wco! and timber 
fit for technical use and seventeen 
per cent of firewood. The age cf 
final maturity beyond which trees 
are not allowed to remain is, for 
spruce, egity yers; for piie,| 
eighty years; for all hardwoods, 
one hundred and Awenty years. 
The diameter of the trees measur- 
ed fourand a half feet above the 
gronnd at these ages depends-en- 
tirely on the quality of the soil. It 
varies for spruce between eight 
and ten inches; for pine, between 
six and ten inches. The entir» 
gross expense for forestry in 1908 
was a million and a half dollars; 
forty per cent for salaries; forty 
per cent for logging and forest ex- 
periments, and twenty per cent for 
planting and road building. . The 
entire gross revenue from forestry 
in 1908 was three million. nine 
hundred thousand dollars. The net 
revenue was as a consequence, two 
million, four hundred thonsand 
dollars, equal to five dollars and 
thirty-two cents net per acre.

Fal) Treatment for 

‘ Cutworms 

As cut worms have done serious 
damage an many. parts of Alterta, 
particularly throughout the south- 
ern portion of the province, during 
the past season, it is important 
that preventive measures be now 
adopted, as far as is possible, so as 
t> lessen the outbreak of these in- 
sects in 1912. : 

The moths which develop from 
cutworms appear about two weeks 
after the injury ceases, that is, in 
most years during July or August. 
On emerging tiney soon lay the eggs 
from which the cutworms come. 
Some kinds of cutworm exgs hatch 
in late summer others do not hatch 
until spring. These clusters of eggs 
are Jaid on weeds or other succu- 
lent vegetation which may be near- 
ly, or upon the remnants ofXcrops, 
In order, therefore, to destroy as 
many as possible of these unhatch- 
ed eggs or the young hibernating 
cutworms it is necessary to plough 
deeply all fields where these in- 
sects have been troublesome this 
year “Such ploughing not only 
destroys many of the eggs and the 
young cutworms bvt also numbers 
of cther insects which hibernate 
beneath fallen plants, refuse, etc. 
In gardens all remnants of crops 
or other refuse should be carefully 
gathered up and destroyed by 
burning. Fall ploughing should 
always be practised where cireufm- 
stances will permit, On account 
of the copious rains which have re- 
cently fallen throughout Southern 
Alberta, fall ploughing, this aut- 
umn especially is rendered possible 
and I would therefore strongly urge 
all farmers to plough as much of 
their land as is possible before the 
approach of winter.

MONEY IN SHELLS, 
—_—— 


English Dealers Make Fortunes Out 
ot Seaside Souvenirs. 
Every visitor to England must have 


noticed those curious and wonderful 
shell boxes with “A Present from 
Brighton.” or some other resort, 


stuck on the top. In fact. nll sorte 
of little presents and knick-knacks 
are covered with these shells. You 
may fancy “iat they are made from 
the shells to he found en the beach 
of that particular watering-nlace. As 
a matter of fact they are not. 

The majority of these shell-covered 
articles are made in London. One 
firm there makes a speciality of the 
shell trade. They import them from 


! 
jaa parts cf the earth, from the Fifi 


Telands to 
Philipninoes. 
used shells are cowries. There are 
endless var'eties of these, Cowrie 
shells ate used in place of coins on 
the West Const of Afrien. In the 
Bismarck Tslands the natives hore 
a stmnall hole in each shell and string 
them on pieces of rattan. Six feet 
of this money is worth ahout 4s, 

One dark gentleman. the Rothschild 
Islands, possesses 
no fewer than 50,000 fathoms of shells. 
When he goes out “shonping”’ he 
slings a coil over h's neck or arm, 
and chops off the requisite length to 
pay for purchases! The foundation 
of his wealth was laid by acqu'ring 
cheap rifles from traders in exchange 
for certain rights. These rifles he 
reta‘led to his subjects and other 
chiefs at an enormous profit in shell 
money. His shells would bring him 
‘in nearly $50,009 if placed on the 
Enel'sh market. 

The majority of the small cowries 
that are used for decorating boxes 
are bought by the ton. In the course 
of a year one particular London firm 
uses ‘or sells some’ millions, The 
largest varieties are fashioned into 
money boxes, or have pretty designs 
painted on them—pictures of local 
watering riaces, and so en, 

A trade that beats the cowrie shell 
trade is that done ‘n mather-of-peari. 
The best mother-of-pearl comes from 
Japan. The thin strips that are used * 
for inlaying are worth three times 
their we'ght in silver. The greater 
number of pearl ornaments of various 
kinds are made in Birmingham, 
though the sunply of material comes 
from the London warehouse. There 
‘s a curious thing about the Birming- 
ham pearl industry. In days gone 
by the Birmingham pearl workers 
could only use a thin portion of the 
shells, and the rest was thrown away 
as mere rubbish, The Birmingham. 
Town Hal! was built on one of these 
rubbish heaps. Since then a method 
has been invented for utilizing all 
ina boc to ee) that eet the 

ie wou ve a sat get 
ader the town hall? the “rubbish” 
on which it ‘s built being worth 
$2,000 a ton. 

In addition to supplying shells for 
ornamental purposes the ndon 
firm. caters for museums and collec- 
tors. Some shells are extremely valu. 
able, many fetching $200 to $250 each. 
and in some rare instances many 
hundreds of pounds have been paid 
for a perfect specimen. A _ cowrie, 
known as the oranve ecowrie, fetches 
as much as $35 to $40.

Reforming tha Calendar, 


Sir Henry Dalziel, who is introduc- 
ing a bill for the purpose of reform- 
ing the calendar, was in the Report- 
ers’ Gallery before he became an M.P. 
In 1892 the death of Sir George Camp- 
bell created a vacancy in Kirkcaldy, 
and so many Liberal candidates were 
forthcoming that the Chief Libera!

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WHO 1S RESPONSIBLE? 
LACOMBE STATION. BLOWN uP 
BY MYSTERIOUS EXPLOSION 


Either Dynamite or Nitro-Glycerine 
Bomb in a Trunk Exploded, De- 
molishing the Building and Prob- 
ably Fatally Injuring the Baggage- 
man—Two Men Were Arrested 
When Trying to Leave the City. 


Calgary.—One of the most peculiar 
and at the same time serious gneidents 
ever recorded in Alberta occurred re- 
cently at Lacombe when the Canadian 
Pacific railway station was blown up 
by a mysterious explosion. Ba gage- 
man Macleod was probably fatal y in- 
be and the building was demolish- 


When the express which leaves Cal- 
gay for Edmonton at 15 o’clock pulled 
into Lacombe at 19.30 o’clock a num- 
ber of trunks were taken off the tain, 

_After the train pulled out the sta- 
tion baggage men as usual loaded the 
trunks onto a truck and took them in 
to the baggageroom. 

Taking one off the baggage men 
threw it on to the floor when sud- 
denly a fearful explosion took place 
completely shattering the baggage 
toom and badly wrecking the main 
station. 

The effect of the explosion was first 
in an upwardly direction the roof be- 
ing blown off. This was followed by 
the falling outward of the walls and 
the explosive, whatever it was, then 
struck through the floor and buried 
itself in the earth beneath. Whether 
it was dynamite or a bomb made of 
nitro-glycerine was not known. It was 
dark when the accident happened and 
a fire breaking out gave the town bri- 
gade a busy time of it for a few min- 
utes. 

That there was not a serious loss of 
life was most fortunate. 

There were fully fifty people at the 
station when the train arrived but for- 
tunately all had gone before the ex- 
plosion. took place. As it was bag- 
gageman E. G. Macleod was so seri- 
ously injured ‘recovery is extremely 
doubtful. His legs were badly shat- 
tered. 

He was taken to the town hospital, 
where all the local doctors were busy 
trying to save his life, but with slim 
hopes of success. Assistant Baggage- 
man Bigk was also injured but not so 
seriously. 

In the main station the plaster was 
knocked off the walls, the telegraph 
instruments wrecked and every pane 
of glass smashed to fragments, 

The police got busy on the job but 
the fast gathering darkness and gen- 
eral confusion made it imnossible to 


r an. like an intelligent con- 
clusion.as t6 what: was in the trank. 
It was apparently either dynamite 


or a nitro-glycerine bomb. The ques- 
tion that is perplexing the pclice is, 
was it an explosive designed to maim 
or kill; or was it sticks of dynamite 
intended for use by a prospector? 

If the former, who was the sender? 
and who was the intended victim? If 
the latter, who was the culpable 
party? The only hope of tracing the 
guilty party is through the check. It 
may be found in daylight and even 
then it will only reveal the station 
from which the trunk started on its 
journey. Unless the baggage man 

appened to know the party getting 
the check the chances of locating him 
would be slim. 

It is only conjectured but the acci- 
dent gives rise to interesting surmise: 

What would have happened had 
that explosion occurred on the train? 
Undoubtedly the train would have 
been wrecked with resultant loss of 
life. Had it exploded when the trunk 
was taken off the train undoubtedly 
many would have been injured. 

The assistant baggage agent at Cal- 
gary said no trunks were,checked out 
here for Lacombe on the evening 
north bound train. The trunk was 
either put on the train at an inter- 
vening point or transferred from some 
connecting train at this city. 


Improvements at Fort William 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
started work on its new operations 
at Fort William and Port Arthur. 
The work for this year will: consist 
chiefly in the erection of a new coal- 
handling plant, but in connection 
with the other operations there is 
egnsiderable dredging to be done. 
The Canadian Stewart Company has 


«the contract for the building of the 


coal plant, and it is stated that the 
appropriation for the work is in the 
neighborhood of one million dollars. 
The plant, it is stated, will take care 
of most of the soft coal assigned to 
the company at the head of the lakes, 
and it is hoped that it will be finish- 
ed in time to handle some of next 
year’s coal business. 

It is also stated that the new plant 
will be built in the form of a loop, 
and the cars which will carry the 
coal back from the towers will run 
around the loop and dump at the de- 
sired intervals. Bridging the space 
between the loop there will be one or 
two lines of track, along which other 
cars can be switched in order to 
dump sufficient coal to fill up the 
centre of the pit.

FIRST TRAINS TO VEGREVILLE 


Canadian Northern Pushed Back the 
Frontier 116 Miles—Some Good 
Towns on New Line 


Vegeville.—The C. N. R. has pushed 
western Canada’s frontier b; 115 
miles with the opening for traffic of 
the Vegreville branch to points south, 
Fifteen new towns got their first pas- 
senger train, and celebrations were ar- 
ranged at many of the principal sta- 
tions, <A tri-weekly passenger serv- 
ice has been established. 

The new line runs almost due south 


from Vegreville, and will end in Cal- |‘ 


gary. The country opened up is one 
of the finest in western Canada. Al- 
though it is described as prairie, it 
is prairie of the very finest variety. 
The country is well watered by creeks 
and lakes, The line follows the course 
of Meeting Creek and Battle River for 
many miles. These streams | flow 
through the valley of a prehistoric 
water course, which must have been 
of immense proportion, as the valley 
is two miles wide and forms a verit- 
able canyon in the prairie. It is such 
a formation as this thdt made the 
Grand Canyon of Arizona, and these 
big valleys resemble these canyons 
very closely. The valleys, once the 
haunt of thé cattlemen and their num- 
erous herds, are dotted here and there 
with prosperous homesteads, and the 
scene is one of great pastoral beauty. 
Many good-sized towns have al- 
ready been established, the largest 
and most progessive being  Ryler, 
Roundhill, Camrose, Edensville, Ed- 
beg, Donalda, Red Willow and Stet- 
tler. Camrose has a population of 
about 1,500 and Stettler about 2,000. 


“BROOKS'"’ COMET IS VISIBLE 


Interesting Tramp Wanderer in Ether- 
eal Space Getting Closer 
to Earth ; 

Calgary. — An _ interesting visitor 
from outer space known as ‘Brooks’ "’ 
comet is now visible. The comet ap- 
parently belongs to the tramp frater- 
nity and will never be seen again. It 
is not as brilliant now as it will be 
later in the month.. The moon is too 
bright at present but with the new 
moon on the 22nd it should then be- 
come an interesting object in the more 
darkened sky. It is now visible in the 
evening sky northwest and any one 
with a gore field glass should have 
no trouble in locating its large diffus- 
ed head. Later in the month it passes 
between the pole and the sun and for 
a few days will be visible in both 
evening and morning, low in the 
northwest after dark, and low in the 
northeast before dawn. The perihel- 
ion passage occurs near the end of the 
month at a distance of some 40 million 
miles from the sun. At the time of 
perihélion, it will be in Virgo, rising 
‘more than two hours before the sun, 
and should be ‘a fairly conspicuous 
object after the new moon, when the 
morning skies are dark. 

The comet was discovered a month 
ago and is called after the discoverer.

CALGARY UNIVERSITY! 


GOOD PROGRESS BEING MADE 
WITH CALGARY UNIVERSITY 


Bold, Masterly Policy About Arrange- 
ment of University Buildings—Ar- 
ranging .for .the President—Work 
Will Soon be Started Upon the Pre- 
liminary Work Building. 


Calgary.—Good progress is being 
made with Calgary University and at 
he present time the authoities are 
deeply engaged upon two of the most 
important tasks facing them at this 
stage, that of selecting a president of 
the institution and that of planning 
for the university buildings. 

It is expected that a president will 
be selected in a reasonably — short 
time, but the authorities are sparing 
no effort to secure the ablest man 
available. A meeting of the commit- 
tee in charge was held when a far- 
reaching plan was adopted to secure 
the most suitable president. 

The authorities are proceeding upon 
careful and reasonable lines about 
building. They have decided, before 
a tree is planted or one sod turned, to 
secure a university building scheme 
for a great university, and will plan 
ahead for many years. An examina- 
tion of McGill University or Toronto 
University shows how unfortunate it 
was that some such scheme was not- 
adopted at the beginning of things by 
such institutions. 

The university, «accordingly, has 
practically completed arrangements 
with the most celebrated town  plan- 
ning experts and landscape architects 
Calgary for a plan of buildings for 
Cagary University. A member of a 
firm of Toronto architects has made 
an examination of the Calgary Uni- 
versity grounds and is very enthusi- 
astic about them. 

“Nothing impressed us _ more,’ 
writes that gentleman, ‘‘than the mag- 
nificent possibilities which the situa- 
tion opens up for a monumental and 
imposing group of buildings dominat- 
ing the city of Calgary on the one 
hand, while having wonderful views 
of the Rocky Mountains on the other. 
We feel that the committee and the 
citizens of Calgary are much to be 
congratulated in having been fortun- 
ate enough to acquire a site for a 
university group unmatched on_ this 
continent. 

“Knowing how well you appreciate 
this fact it seems scarcely needful for 
us to press home the absolute neces- 
sity for fearless, masterly planning.” 

The architects advises that before 
any decision is made regarding the lo- 
cation of the. first building that an 
estimate of the accommodation for the 
next va years should be made. “The 
first building-whieh iscexpeeted to sat- 
isfy the demands of the moment 
should be erected, not necessarily as 
the central mass round which other 
buildings may be grouped, but as a 
definite unit fitting into some great 
scheme foreshadowing the time when 
accommodation will be required for a 
university of some thousands oj stud- 
ents.”’ 

He further points out that the “na- 
tural focus and dominating motive of a 
great university should be an admin- 
istrative building comprising among 
other features, an auditorium, In our 
opinion the site for this main build- 
ing should be allowed to remain vac- 
ant until the institution has grown 
sufficiently large to warrant its erec- 
tion.” + 

Some features to be included in such 
a scheme are (1) A dignified approach 
from the city. (2) A bold dominating | 
frontage of buildings on the crest of 
the hill facing the city. (3) The pro- 
jection of one of the main avenues in 
the city as the axis for the university 
group. (4) An ample campus on the 
plateau having access to views of the 
mountains. (5) A careful arrangement 
and grouping of the various depart- 
ments in such a way as to insure 
efficient and economical administra- 
tion. : 

This is the bold and masterly policy 
that the members of the board of gov- 
ernors and the senate have practically 
adopted. Work on a contoured plan 
of the grounds will be started in a 
few days. 

The authorities have no doubt but 
that classes will be started in a build-

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON IV.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR OCT. 22, 19/1. 

Text of the Lesson, Ez. iii, 3 to iv, 5. 
Memory Verses, iii, !!1—Golden 
Text, Ps. c, 4—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

The topic of the lesson today is the 
rebuilding of the temple, which was 
begun in dhe second year of their re- 
turn (iii, 8), but in the seventh month 
of the first year they repaired the altar 
and offered: sacrifices. 

According to Lev. xxiii, 23-36, the 
programme for the seventh month was 
for the first day blowing of trumpets, 


on the tenth day the atonement, on 
the fifteenth day the feast of taber- 


nacles, and these they seem to have 
carefully observed. Note the one ae- 
cord, tor they gathered together as 


one man to Jerusalem (iii, 1). This 
unity of heart must be very pleasing to 
the Lord. Compare the seven ‘fone ac- 
i, 14; ii, 1, 40; iv, 24; v, 
5, 12; viii, 6; xv, 25, all for God, and 
the four ‘‘one accords’ of the devil, 
Acts ‘vii, 57; xii, 20 xviii, 12; xix, 28. 

Their first essential to the worship 
of the Lord was an altar for sacrifice 
(iii, 2). See the altars of Noah and 
Abram (Gen. viii, 20; xii, 7,°8; xiii, 4), 
but observe that he had no altar in 
Egypt. Mark the threefold phrase 
“Unto the Lord” (iii, 3, 5, 6), and if 
you can find time to mark this and 
“Before the Lord” in the book of Le- 
viticus, where they are found many 
times, you will be greatly profited,, as 
these two sayings cover all real Chris- 
tian life. There is a saying in iii, 4, 
worthy of close attention, ‘‘As_ the 
duty of every day required,” or as in 
the margin, ‘‘The matter of the day in 
his day.” It is found just seven times 
pertaining to the things of God, the 
other six being in Ex. xvi, 4; I Kings 
viii, 59; xxv, 30; II Chron. viii, 13, 14; 
Lev. lii, 34. It is used once of the 
devi’s tyranny in Ex. v, 13. We are 
reminded of ‘As thy days so shall thy 
strength be’’ and ‘Give us this day 
our daily bread. 

The expression “the house or temple 
of the Lord”’ (iii, 8, 9, 10. 11, 12) re- 
minds us of the great business in 
which we now are or should be en- 
gaged, the building of the church, 
which is His body (Eph. i, 22, 23; ii, 
19-22), “His own house, whose house 
are we’’ (Hab. iii, 6). 

The house of our lesson was a literal 
building of wood and stone at Jerusa- 
lem. he building on which we are 
engaged is one of which the living 
stones are men and women and boys 
and girls, ‘according to I Pet. ii, 5, 6, 
and ‘every soul saved in any part of 
the world is another stone for the 
building. There were much praise and 
thanksgiving at the laying of the foun- 
dation of this temple (iii, 10, 11). We 
should be always full of praise be- 
cause of our foundation, which has 
been laid strong and sure _ forever 
(Isa, xxviii, 16; I Cor. iii, 11), provid- 
ed we are on that foundation by faith 
in Christ Jesus. All else will be swept 
away. As we go on with the build- 
ing day by day some are weeping be- 
cause of many discouragements, while 
some shout fer joy (iii, 12, 13). 

Some look backward and tell us 
of better things in the past. Some 
look around and are discouraged be- 
cause of the worldliness and unbelief 
which prevail. The only way to look 
is upward to Him of whom it is writ- 
ten, “He shall not fail nor be dis- 
couraged (Isa. xlii, 4). Certain people 
who were adversaries of Judah and 
Benjamin wanted to help with this 
building, but the governor and the 
high priest said to them, “Ye have 
nothing to do with us to build an 
house unto our God.’ So their assist- 
ance was refused, and rightly too. 
Then they did all they could to hinder 
the work, and used force and power 
to cause it to cease, and succeeded, so 
that for many years there was no 
progress made with the building (iv, 
1-5, 23, 24). 

In the building of the church, the 
body of Christ, those who profess to 
be interested act so @lifferently from 
Zerubbabel end Joshua, inasmuch as 
they seek help of every kind from all 
sorts of people, never considering 
whether they are the Lord’s or not. 
As a rule, no questions are asked as 


ito whether saved or unsaved if only 


money can be obtained or help in the 
choir, or whatever is needed, This is 
all wrong, and the way of our lesson 
is the only right way, for light cannot 
have fellowship with darkness nor 
believers with unbelievers, and they 
that are in the flesh (unsaved people) 
cannot please God (II Cor. vi, 14-18; 
Rom. viii, 7, 8). There is much that is 
ealled church work in which it is 
possible that the Lord has no part at 
all, as He never gave the pattern. The 
only real work of true believers is to 
menifest the life of Jesus and win 
others to Him. Building up one’s own 
congregation or advancing the inter- 
ests of a denomination may not be of 
the Lord at all, but may come under 
the heading of Hag. i, 4, 9, “Mine 
house is waste, and ye run every man 
to his own house.” I amesure that the 
Lord is calling to His peorle now, as 
He did by Haggai and Zechariah, 

As the work on the temple was re- 


sumed and the building finished 
through the prorhesying of Haggai 
end Zechariah (Ez. vi, 14, 15), so 


surely shall the church, the body of 
Christ, be completed and taken up to 
meet, the, Lord jn the sir before the 
end of this evil age, and then shall 
come an ave of neace and righteous- 
ness with Israel as a centre.

True, our fur-bearing animals are 
not as plentiful as they were, espe. 
cially the beaver, yet with reasonable 
protect.on tnere 18 uo reason why the 
beaver as well as all other animals 
should not. fiil up our waste lands in 
the Dominion and again -become a 
very important asset. There is a 
great territory in the heart of Ontario 
that is not fit for agr.culture, from 
which the pine timber has been either 
cut or destroyed by fire, that is now 
only fit to be added to our present 
game preserve and beeome a home 
tor millions of dollars’ worth of game. 

The greater portion of the beaver 
skins taken in the past two hundred 
years on the American continent have 
been handled at the London auction 
sales. The first of these was held on 
January 24, 1672, and was considered 
an event of great importance, being 
held by the Hudson Bay Co. From 
that date on to the year 1902 it is 
estimated that 30,000,000 skins were 
handled at a valuation of $100,000,- 
000. The average annual sale at 
present is perhaps 60,000 skins. In 
addition to this number, some 15,000 
to 20,000 skins are handled at Leipsiy 
and at private sales in Canada and 
the United States. 

Our Government realizing the im- 
portance of these assets have in late 
years set apart several large game 
preserves, principally to provide 
breeding grounds and protection for 
them, where unmolested they might 
increase and spread out over the rest 
of the country. Of these the Algon- 
quin National Park is the largest and 
is situated in the district of Nipissing. 
It was set apart in the year 1893 and 
was vee Aauucd lw livin time to time 
until it now covers an area of neariy 
two million acres. 

In 1893 the 
come extinct. Today every luke, ol 
which there are some 1,200, is full 
of beaver while the several rivers that 
take their rise in the park as well as 
the thousands of creeks and ponds, 
also abound with this wonderful ani- 
mal, so much so that the Minister last 
year decided some could be taken an- 
nually without detriment to the park 
or the surrounding country, which ja 
also filling up very rapidly. Last year 
some four hundred beaver, and a few 
otter, mink and muskrats were taken 
and sold in Toronto, bringing a good 
price. This year more will be of- 
fered for sale. Otter, mink, marten, 


fisher, muskrats and all other game 
are tox«lay very numerous apd the 
annual increase ‘is very great. The 


Government has in this vast territory 
twenty rangers and a superintendent 
wiose duty is to patrol tue park dur- 
ing the nunting season and trapping 
season to see tnat no illegal hunting 
or trapping goes on. This work has

to be expected, over such an extent 


of country. At otaer times they cut 
out portages, bu.ld shelter houses, 
clear out streams, make improvementz 
at headquarters, ete. They aré at all 
times fire rangers, their work in this 
capacity having protected the great 
preserve from serious fire in many 
years. The iakes and streams of the 
park also furnish the great induce- 
ment to the angler, trout and sma!l 
mouthed bass abounding, and a great 
number visit it annually for this 
sport,
